A regular meeting of the Board of. 


Commissioners of Newark, N. J., was 
held on the above date in the Council 
Chamber, Newark, at 11 o'clock a. m. 


Present—Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Mayor Gillen: 


Absent — Commissioner Raymond, 
on account of illness. 


The minutes of the meetings of 
June 26th and 30th, 1919, were read 
and approved. 


Mr. H. Peck, owner of 1,900 feet 
of property on Roseville Avenue; 
:Nelson C. Durand, owner of 50 feet 
frontage on Roseville avenue; Mrs. 
„С. Chandler and Philip W. Coffin, 
.representing the Coffin estate, owner 
-of 1,100 feet frontage on Roseville 
‚ Avénue, protested against the repav- 
ing of Roseville Avenue on the 
: ground that the property owners 
· should not be assessed such a large 
sum as it would cost to take up the 
brick pavement and resurface it with 
asphalt on a concrete foundation. 
: Their main contention is that the 
pavement is in pretty good condition, 
with the exception of a comparatively 
few places; that the street is not used 
`- except to go over to Bloomfield ave- 
that it is not a traffic street, 
and therefore should only be re- 
` paired. 


Mr. Carl Abruzzese, representing 
his mother and property owners on 
Fourteenth Avenue from Hayes street 
to South Seventh street, protested 
against the repaving of Fourteenth 
Avenue. He stated this is a street 


populated almost entirely by Italians 


with small places of business, which 
are only patronized by the tenants 
and people living in the’ dwellings 
and apartments along Fourteenth 
Avenue, and that the business people 
of this section seldom are patronized 
by residents of any other section in 
the city. The street should be re- 
paired and not repaved, and the peo- 
ple of this section are. more than 
anxious to pay their share of the re- 
pair bill. 


Mr. Genung, of Cook & Genung, 
registered a protest against the re- 
paving of Fourteenth. Avenue be- 
cause of the expense involved. He 
stated they owned 100 feet frontage 
on Fourteenth Avenue at Newton 
Street and that he considered the 
pavement in pretty good condition. 
In my opinion, the pavement is in 
need of repairs. 

Mr. Frank Sole also objected to 
the repaving of Fourteenth Avenue 
on account of the expense involved. 

Mr. L. G. Holsworth, of 68 Farley 
Avenue, protested against the repav- 
ing of Farley Avenue. "Farley Ave- 
nue is à street only two blocks long, 
the pavement is in fairly good con- 
dition and the only thing that might 


possibly be-required 1s a little binder 
between the brick gutter and the 
pavement itself. I think that if the 
street is repaired it will stand for 
ten years. 


Mrs. Frederick A. Haselmeyer and 
Mrs. Hermenia H. Brenner protested 
against the paving of Treacy Avenue 
on the ground that the street is not 
used as & thoroughfare and because 
they consider the pavement is in 
good condition.

Mrs. Catherine Borneman, owner 
of 230 feet on Belgium Street, pro- 
tested against the repaving of this 
street because she did not feel she 
could afford to pay the assessment. 

Herman J. Dumpert, of 8 Belgium 
Street, and Meyer Gandel, represent- 
ing Lena Gandel, urged the repaving 
of Belgium Street. They stated this 
is the only street in the neighbor- 
hood that has no pavement. ` 


Commissioner Brennan moved that 
the entire pavement matter be laid 
over for one week and in the mean- 
time the protests referred to the Di- 
rector of Streets and Public Improve- 
ments.

Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark.

The Law Department has been re- 
quested to furnish a written opinion 
as to the advisability of. the Board 
0? Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark taking testimony upon the objec- 
tions filed with it against the confir- 
mation of the report of Assessment 
Commissioners. 


There is no statutory warrant for 
the Board of City Commissioners to 
hear testimony on the subject. Тһе 
Home Rule Act, Chap. 152 of the 
Laws of 1917, Article XX., section 
27, provides as follows: 

“The Board charged with the duty 
of making the (assessments) shall 
certify such assessments to the gov- 
erning body by a report in writing. 

* * ; such report may be 
considered by the governing body at 
any meeting of which at least two 
weeks’ previous notice shall have 
been given by the clerk * * #* 
at that or any subsequent meeting 
the governing body, affer considering 
the said report and map, may adopt 
and confirm the same with or without 
alteration, as by them may seem 
proper; it shal] be lawful for said 


О 
, 
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governing body to refer the matter 
to any committee of their own body, 
or to the officer or board making 
Such assessment for revision or cor- 
rection before taking final action 
upon it; when the report shall be 
adopted and confirmed, with or with- 
out alterations, the same shall be 
final and conclusive, from which ap- 
peals may be taken as hereinafter 
provided." 


Section 42, Article XX., supra, 
provides for an appeal by the owner 
of any property assessed under this 
act to the Court of Common Pleas, 
and also provides for a hearing upon 
such appeal. 


There is.also a provision in Section 
20, Article XX., supra, for a hearing 
before the Board of Assessment Com- 
missioners at a designated time and 
place, of which notice shall have been 
given. 


Section .21, Article XX., supra, 
provides specifically for a hearing 
before the local assessment board, 
directs the attendance of members, 
еїс.; makes provision for a quorum 
and for adjournments, and then spe- 
cially provides as follows: 


* * they (Assessment 
Board) shall give all parties inter- 
ested or affected by the improvement 
ample opportunity to be heard upoa 
the subject of the assessment; the 
officer or board shall have power to 
examine witnesses under oath or 
affirmation, administered by such 
officer or any member of such board." 


... 


ж 


Section 52, Article XX., supra, 
provides: | 
"Whenever a municipality has 


heretofore undertaken a local im- 
provement under any statute effec- 
iive in such municipality, the sanie 
may be completed under the pro- 
visions of this act, and an assess- 
ment for benefits or award of dam- 
ages therefor may be imposed hére- 
under; provided, however, that be- 
fore the commencement of such im- 
provement notice was given under a 
statute permitting an assessment for 


benefits, and a hearing accorded to 
persons interested." 

:- The condition as to notice imposed 
by the Home Rule Act was complied 
with in this case under thé statute 
before the commencement of the im- 
provement; the Board charged with 
the duty of making this assessment 
gave a hearing, after due notice and 
publication, and: could, if it saw fit, 
under Section 21, Article XX., supra, 
examine witnesses, under oath, at 
such hearing, and it would therefore 
seem that the statute restricted the 
taking of testimony to the local as- 
sessment board, and did not confer 
such power upon the governing body 
sitting as a whole, and considering 
the subject of confirmation of the 
report. 

If it had been the intention of the 
Legislature to grant power to the 
governing body to take testimony 
and examine witnesses under oath, 
Section 27, Article XX., supra, which 
provides for the adoption and con- 
firmation of the report, would con-' 
tain language like that of Section 21, 
supra, wherein specific provision is 
made for this very thing. Therefore, 
since Section 21, supra, does contain 
such a provision, айа Section 27, 
supra, does not contain it, the taking 
of testimony, under oath, is con- 
fined to the assessment board, and 
there is nothing in the entire statute 
to warrant such an examination of 
witnesses under oath before the gov- 
erning body itself, upon which de- 
volves the duty of confirming the re- 
port or returning it to the Assess- 
ment Board for revision and correc- 
tion.

At the present 
time, if you refuse us the right to 
present proper evidence, as to the 
facts that have been raised here by 
a number of lawyers, I do not see 
how you are going to decide this 
question fairly. 


Mayor Gillen: Our counsel ad- 
vises us we have no right to hear 
testimony; that the Assessment Com- 
mission hears that and the Assess- 
ment Commission then reports to us 


` and we are supposed to confirm their 
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findings. Then, if there is anything 
unjust done, you can go to the Court 
of Common Pleas with an appeal. 
That is the position we are in.

Referring to your valued reply of 
April 11th last to my letter of April 
10th regarding :а proposed public 
garage at 463-465 Clifton Avenue, 
the facts as I understand them are 
these: 

Aforesaid garage was proposed, 
but on a protest to the Building De- 
partment, as well as a petition signed 
by the property owners of Clifton 


Avenue, the Commissioner’s Depart- 
ment referred the matter to a cóm- 


'mittee of three, who were instructed 
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to examine the district and report 
on the advisability of building a 
garage. This committee, after an 
inspection, reported adversely and 
the Building Department very right- 
ly refused to issue a permit, to the 
great relief of property owners who 
have no earthly use for a public 
garage in the neighborhood, and 1 
realize, as well as you yourself do, 
the handicap to this purely residen- 
tial section. 


Upon my return to Newark after 
two weeks in the country I find the 
following: 


That a garage has actually been 
Started on this property which is ap- 
parently to be something like 160 
feet long by 95 feet in width. The 
full size of the lot in question with 
the exception of a strip of 25 feet 
deep in front upon which the build- 
ers have a permit to erect two two- 
Story, one family houses with an al- 
leyway between will be the entrance 
to the garage. 


These two houses will be only 21 
feét deep by 30 feet wide (leaving a 
4-foot space between them and the 
garage), the front of the houses 
being directly on the property line. 
It is customary for even the most 
hoggish builder in Newark to leave 
a small strip of green grass in front 
of his building, and yet your Build- 
ing Department has evidently passed 
the plans and issued permits in spite 
of the Zone System which is being 
eonsidered by you gentlemen and 
against the protest of every properiy 
owner in the vicinity (except one old 
lady who was on her death bed when 
the petition was signed).
